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PREFACE. 


In presenting to the public this, the first Catalogue of the WasemEquia Nursz- 
ries, the proprietor would say, by way of explanation, that he is not able at the 
present moment, to furnish trees of every sort and variety contained in said 
Catalogue, of the growth of said nursery. This, however, he designs being able to 
do very soon ; and in the mean time, those few varieties that are thus wanting, will 
be obtained by a careful selection from the most reliable sources, and furnished at 
the regular catalogue prices. The stock of Fruit and Ornamental trees, shrubs, 
plants, &c. &c. of this Nursery, will comprise as extensive an assortment as can be 
found in any other in the country ; and will include all the new, rare and choice 
kinds brought to notice either in this country or in Europe. The trees generally 
are vigorous and healthy, and during the present and past season have made fine, 
rapid growth. The pears are particularly fine, and number about one hundred and 
fifty varieties, and include every thing that is new and worthy of cultivation. From 
the adaptation of the soil to the growth of the pear, the proprietor flatters himself 
that trees of this fruit grown here, for health, vigor and hardiness, will be surpassed 
by those from no other nursery in the country. His pears upon the quince are 
remarkably fine, most of them having made a growth the present season of from 
31-2 to 7 feet in height, and proportionally stocky. 

In the propagation of fruit trees, &c., it will be the constant aim of the proprietor 
to ensure accuracy ; and in order the more effectually to secure this most desirable 
end, buds and scions for working are used only from bearing trees. 

Specimen trees of nearly all the varieties of fruit here cultivated—and more 
especially the pear—have been procured at great expense and planted out on the 
borders skirting the walks, thereby affording to those selecting trees a fine opportu- 
nity not only to judge of their respective habits of growth, &c., but also for the 
inspection of their fruit. 

With regard to the great number of varieties of the different kinds of fruit now 
contained in the catalogues of nurserymen, it may not be altogether amiss to say 
that the number really worthy of cultivation is small. And undoubtedly, many that 
upon a first introduction are pronounced “very fine,” and of the “first quality,” 
will, upon further trial, prove hardly of ‘‘ second rate” ;—still, such is the desire for 
every thing that is new and rare, that nurserymen are perforce obliged to cultivate 
many varieties of very inferior quality, in order to meet the demand created by such 
desire. Such varieties may be found in this catalogue, but they are cultivated to a 
very limited extent ; whilst those decidedly good, are grown extensively. 

Additions will constantly be made of every thing new and worthy of culture, 
which may be originated or discovered, either in this country or in Europe ; and as 
many of the rare Ornamental trees, shrubs, roses, carnations, strawberries, etc., etc., 
can be imported from Europe at a cheaper rate than they can be raised here, impor- 
tations will be made annually. 

As a guide to purehasers, the price of trees has been given throughout, at least 
so far as practicable ; but in all cases these are to be understood as the prices of 
trees, plants, &c. of the usual nursery kinds and sizes. When trees, &c. of an extra 
size are furnished, an extra price will be charged ; and when rare and choice kinds 
are supplied either a smaller tree will be sent, or an extra price charged, But in 
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all such cases, no more than a fair addition will be required. The prices throughout 
the catalogue, it is hoped, will average in general as low as the same articles can be 
procured for elsewhere, equally genuine and of equal quality. No diminution will 
be made in the price where single specimen trees are ordered ; but in all cases 
where a considerable number of the same kind or variety are wanted, a reasonable 
discount will be made. Seedlings, and small trees of many varieties, will also be 
furnished by the quantity at low prices. 

It‘has been usual with nurserymen to insert in their catalogues some general 
directions for transplanting trees, and also for their subsequent management, &c. 
But, believing that the more ample and detailed directions which are to be found in 
the numerous Horticultural works of the present day, have entirely superseded this 
necessity, they will be altogether omitted in the present one. With reference 
however to the most suitable size of trees for transplanting, a word of advice may 
not be altogether amiss. Many, at least in this vicinity, have supposed, in their 
eagerness to become possessed of large, bearing trees at once, that the “‘largera 
tree the better ;” and acting upon this principle, have discarded nursery trees almost 
entirely, and at great expense have procured trees of all ages and sizes—in some 
instances not less than twenty to thirty years old and ten to twelve inches in 
diameter—which at the time of transplanting were destitute of all vigor, and without 
growth, and productive only in dead bark and moss. These have been procured 
and “set out” at a great cost, with scarcely a single fibrous root to support them. 
They have then been entirely headed back to the naked trunk, or at most to a few 
naked branches, upon which have been engrafted scions of the desired varieties. 
These, for the first year or two, have perhaps made a few shoots of vigorous growth, 
and in some instances have borne fruit. But in nine cases out of ten, such trees 
have languished and finally died. On the other hand, young, healthy, and vigorous 
trees of small size,—say from four to six or seven feet in height—receive but very 
little check by their removal, establish themselves at once, and, provided they are 
properly ‘‘set out” in a suitable soil and location, will make fine, handsome, bearing 
trees, in five or six years. In the case of the older trees, even should they survive, 
they are so seriously affected by being transplanted, that their first scanty crop is 
followed by a long period of feeble growth, if not of entire rest ; whilst in the case 
of the younger trees, health and vigor is immediately enjoyed, wood is rapidly 
made, and they very soon come into a long continued state of productiveness. 

Those who are unacquainted with the relative merits of different varieties of 
fruits, are assured that by merely designating in their orders the number of each 
species wanted—such as Apple, Pear, Cherry, &c.,—and the season of maturity, 
leaving the selection to us, none but the best varieties will be sent. 


Scions for Grafting or Budding will be furnished at from 25 to 50 cents per doz. ; 
but in no case will a single graft or cutting be charged less than the price of a dozen 
of the same kind. 

Every variety of trees or plants ordered, will be distinctly labeled according to 
the invoice sent ; and the whole will be properly packed in matted bundles or boxes, 
in such a manner as to ensure safe transportation ; for which a reasonable charge 
will be made.
